Highway No. 2, stretching 
from 


Riuggold, at Red River and 
the 


Oklahoma border to Laredo ou the 
Rio Grande at. the Mexican border 
has a total mileage 
of approxi- 


mately 540-6 miles. 


The highway is one of the main 


artery avenues of traffic, and1 ser- 
ves a section of the state which 
comprises sixteen counties in the 
heart of the state. The territory 
traversed includes a varied line of 
commerce and industry, including 
one of the largest poultry indus- 
tries in the United States at Bowie 
near 
the 
Oklahoma 
border, 
a 


splendid wheat growing section, in 
the northern portion of the state, 
the gigantic packing house enter- 
prise at Fort Worth carried on by 
the big beef and cattle companies 
of Swift and Armour, packers. 


From this point 
the 
highway

of Itasca, Hillsboro. Waco, Tem-
